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Mourners told 
to come back 
the following 
day because 
of blunder by 
cemetery staff 


A GRIEVING daughter was 
left “utterly devastated” when 
her mother’s funeral was post¬ 
poned because bungling ceme¬ 
tery staff forgot to dig the 
grave. 

Shocked Diana Wall (53) and 
other family members were told 
just minutes before the service was 
due to start that Ida Godfrey’s 
funeral would have to be post¬ 
poned as a result of the blunder. 

“Words cannot describe how I felt at 
that moment,” she told the Star. “On top 
of all the grief the family had already 
experienced at losing a dear relative, we 
then had to deal with even more upset.” 

Mrs Wall had travelled down from 
her home in Stratford-upon-Avon last 
Tuesday to attend the service, which 
was scheduled to take place at the coun¬ 
cil-run Parndon Wood Cemetery at 
2pm.

But when they arrived at the ceme¬ 
tery it soon became clear that staff were 
not prepared and told them the funeral 
would have to take place the following 
morning. 

It left Mrs Wall and her husband 
Robin having to find last-minute hotel 
accommodation for themselves and 
daughters Nicola (16) and Alexandra 
(13). 

“What hurts me most is that I can 
never put it right,” said Mrs Wall. “My 
mother’s funeral was completely ruined 
and I never even received so much as an 
apology from those responsible.” 

Mrs Godfrey was living at Sherwood 
House in Bush Fair, Harlow, when she 
died. She was 83. 

Gary Neill, managing director of 
funeral firm Daniel Robinson & Sons 
which organised the burial, laid the 


blame for the mistake squarely on 
Harlow Council. 

“This incident has caused a huge 
amount of grief for the family con¬ 
cerned,” he said. “Unfortunately this is 
not the first time this kind of thing has 
happened at the cemetery. 

“The service provided at Parndon 
Wood falls far short of our expecta¬ 
tions, and despite our efforts in lobby¬ 
ing the cemetery to improve its stan¬ 
dards, nothing seems to have happened 
yet.” 

Harlow Council has launched an 
urgent investigation into the incident. 

“We did not discover that the grave 
had not been prepared until the time of 
the funeral and an urgent investigation 
is currently taking place to establish 
why,” said a spokesman. 

“We sincerely apologise to the fami¬ 
ly for any distress caused by this 
error, which is not in keeping with the 
high standards of service that we aspire 
to.”

Brothers deny 
causing death 
of boatman in 
drunken brawl 

TWO brothers killed a senior 
Thames pleasure boat captain 
during a drunken fight, the Old 
Bailey heard on Monday. 
Christopher Liddard (23), of 
Challinor, Harlow, and Andrew 
Liddard (28), from Hoddesdon, 
caused Michael Reed to suffer a 
fatal heart attack after the scuffle 
on Tower Bridge Pier, it is alleged. 
Mr Reed (67), second-in-command 
of The Millennium Of Peace, 
collapsed within minutes of being 
punched in the face. One 
holidaymaker filmed the melee as 
Andrew Liddard shouted: “I’ll 
murder you, I’ll kill you” while 
being restrained. 

Both men deny charges of 
manslaughter. Andrew Liddard 
admits affray. 

The court heard that father-of- 
three Mr Reed, from Barking, was 
the longest serving member of the 
pleasure boat community. He had 
suffered heart problems since 2001 
but appeared fit and well on June 
2, 2007 - the day he died. 

The brothers had spent the 
afternoon drinking after visiting 
an art exhibition by a school 
friend. At about 8pm they went to 
buy tickets for the pleasure boat. 
Prosecutor Mark Dennis said: 
“They had clearly drunk to excess. 
The language used was vulgar, 
crude and offensive to others. The 
passengers were tourists, a 
mixture of adults and children 
wanting to enjoy themselves. The

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Ambulance service in 
emergency calls plea 

AMBULANCE chiefs have warned people 
they could put lives at risk if they misuse the 
emergency 999 number this winter. 

The East of England Ambulance Service has 
appealed to the public only to use the 
number in life-threatening situations or 
when there is a serious emergency. 

The move comes after operations staff 
reported a rise in non-emergency cases 
coming through the emergency call room. 
Spokesman Neil Storey said: “In October, 
we attended 6,446 calls where the patient 
was cared for at home and not taken to 
hospital. This was about 600 calls more than 
September and an increase of more than 800 
calls compared to the same time last year. 
“We don’t for one moment want to put off 
people with genuine emergencies from 
calling us but, with calls seemingly on a 
never-ending upward curve, we need people 
to think about whether they really need an 
ambulance before making the call. 

“This is particularly relevant over the 
winter.” 

Survey will seek to 
guage fuel poverty 

ENERGY surveys are to be conducted on 
Harlow homes as part of a national strategy 
to gauge fuel poverty. 

Selected households will be sent 
questionnaires in the next few days and the 
feedback will be used to draw up a fuel 
poverty map, allowing specific energy 
advice to be given to properties at risk of 
being energy inefficient. 

Harlow Council is one of 35 local 
authorities in the region participating in the 
annual Department of Energy and Climate 
Change survey. 

Environment and community committee 
chairman Eddie Johnson said: “ft is 
important that we carry out this survey and 
we ask all householders, no matter whether 
you live in your own property or rent from 
someone else, to complete the form that you 
will receive in the next few days.”

Outline permission for the relocation 
of the Osier House Health Centre to 
new premises on the site of Carters 
Mead children’s playground was grant¬ 
ed by members of Harlow Council’s 
planning committee on Tuesday. 

The expanded, modernised facilities are 
expected to enable the surgery to take on a 
further 1,500 patients. But the finer details 
of the project - including the predicted cost 
- were not disclosed as the plan is still in its 
infancy. 

Dr Rory McRea, lead GP at the surgery, 
told the meeting: “Osier House has strug¬ 
gled for many, many years and one of the 
reasons is that people in the Potter Street 
area do carry a burden of illness. 

“We desperately need more space and 
more modern facilities, which is why I’m so 
pleased that NHS West Essex and local res¬ 
idents have put so much effort into working 
together on this application.” 

As well as a new health centre, a new 
children’s playground comprising play 
equipment and a five-a-side football pitch

will be built on open space in nearby 
Larkswood, while new facilities to replace 
the existing Potter Street Community 
Centre and six residential flats will also be 
constructed alongside the new health cen¬ 
tre. 

The move comes just one week after the 
same committee granted outline planning 
permission for Lister House medical centre 
to be relocated to a protected green wedge 
site off Abercrombie Way. 

But while last week’s decision was 
described by one councillor as setting a 
“dangerous precedent” for development on 
protected land, plans for Osier House’s relo¬ 
cation were met with unanimous praise by 
members. 

Jean Clark (Labour) said: “I know that 
locally people have been working very 
closely with the surgery to promote these 
plans and it's very encouraging to see they 
have been listened to.” 

Committee chairman Mike Garnett 
(Conservative) added: “It’s clear that this is 
something the community really wants and 
really needs and I think overall it’s a very, 
very worthwhile project.”

Assaults on 
staff at PAH 
down again

THE number of assaults 
on staff at Harlow’s Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital 
has dropped for the sec¬ 
ond consecutive year, 
according to new statis¬ 
tics. 

Figures for 2007/8 released 
by the hospital trust show 
there were 25 reported inci¬ 
dents of violence against 
staff. 

Nine of these incidents were 
subsequently reported to police 
- compared to the 12 reported 
two years ago - but none were 
considered serious enough for 
charges to be brought against the 
individuals involved. 

Where assaults were not 
reported to police, offenders 
were interviewed by hospital 
security management specialist 
Lynn Court or one of her team 
and issued with ‘behaviour con¬ 
tracts’ reminding them of hospi¬ 
tal rules concerning behaviour 
while on-site. 

Ms Court said: “We have been 



making great efforts to protect 
staff from both physical and ver¬ 
bal assaults and urge them to 
report any and every incident. 

“We have certainly seen an 
improvement since the police 
began patrolling key areas such 


as accident and emergency. 

“We would emphasise that we 
continue a zero-tolerance to¬ 
wards verbal and physical 
assaults on our staff and will use 
the full power of the courts to 
prosecute individuals.”

Brothers deny manslaughter 
of boatman in drunken brawl

behaviour of the two men was such 
that a complaint was made.” 

The jury heard Andrew Liddard 
verbally abused the woman who had 
complained, shouting: “You look like 
you’ve been taking drugs all your 
life, you slapper” and “Are you 
going to believe this northern slag 
over me?” 

He called the captain of the boat 
“gay” and offered to fight him on the 
jetty, adding “I don’t give a **** 
about the police” and threatening 
“I’ll ****ing have you and kill your 
family.” 

A friend of the brothers persuaded 
them to leave but moments later 
Christopher Liddard ran back and 
threw a punch at the captain’s head, 
the court heard. 

Mr Reed went to help as Andrew 
Liddard joined in, shouting: “That’s 
it, you’ve hit my brother. I’ll ****ing 
kill you.” 

He aimed a punch at the captain but 
missed and the blow struck Mr Reed 
on the cheek, it is claimed. The rest 
of the crew then restrained the pair. 
Two passengers filmed the struggle 
with their camcorders as Andrew 
Liddard could be heard “growling” 
threats while being restrained. One 
video captured Mr Reed holding a 
cloth to a cut on his cheek before 
collapsing on the floor from a heart 
attack. 

Family members of the victim left 
the public gallery in tears as the film 
was shown to the jury. 

“For Michael Reed the violence had 
proved too much,” said Mr Dennis. 
“Within a few minutes he began to 
feel ill and unstable. 

“He sat down on some steps and,

before anyone could do anything for 
him, he suffered a heart attack. 
Notwithstanding the efforts of many, 
he died in hospital within the hour.” 
One witness said Andrew Liddard 
was “frothing in the mouth” as he 
tried to bite those holding him down, 
the court heard. 

Mr Dennis said: “The behaviour of 
both brothers would appear to have 
been out of character, no doubt due 
to the excessive amount of alcohol 
that day.” 

Both subsequently told police they 
were acting in self-defence. 

After he was taken to Bethnal Green 
police station, Andrew Liddard 
allegedly said: “ft was my fault. I 
was the one who started it. I said 
some horrible things. I didn’t mean 
any of them. Sometimes I wish I 
didn’t act such a dick when I have a 
beer.” 

When told of Mr Reed’s death, he 
became upset and emotional. 

The trial continues 
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Knife attack killer given 

A WAREHOUSE worker who stabbed a 
friend to death in a row over money has 
been jaild for life. 

Roland Balasko, (28) of St Andrews 
Meadow, Harlow, was found guilty of 
murdering Zoltan Keszey by a jury at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on Tuesday. 
When he was sentenced yesterday 
(Wednesday), Judge Christopher Ball 
said he should serve at least 19 years 
before being considered for parole. 

During the trial the jury was told Mr 
Keszey (29), of Risdens, Harlow, was 
stabbed 31 times during the attack 
which took place in St Andrew’s Mea¬ 
dow on April 2. 

Neighbours who were disturbed by 
noise from the incident at about

life sentence 

which began at the exit of a nearby 
churchyard then moved into their street. 

Balasko, who denied the charge of 
murder, later gave himself up to police 
after his bloodstained Seat Toledo was 
discovered in Watford near to where he 
previously lived. 

Passing sentence, the judge told him: 
“You embarked on an absolutely vicious 
and merciless attack. When he was 
pleading for help you stabbed him at 
least 31 times and when he was motion¬ 
less and lifeless you unceremoniously 
bundled him into a car and dumped him. 

“You and you alone bear the terrible 
responsibility for the awful death you 
inflicted on Zoltan Keszey.”

Charity looks 
at sites for a 
new hospice 


A MULTI-million pound 
hospice could be built in 
Harlow after a charity ann¬ 
ounced it is working on 
plans for a purpose-built 
facility in the county.

Head of fundraising Nick Gamer 
told the Star the fact town already 
had a hospice - St Clare at 
Hastingwood - would not be a dis¬ 
advantage because the charity was 
looking to provide a service for 
younger people who are too old for 
children’s hospices as well as some 
adults. 

“Harlow is a good area because of 
the Mil and its road links,” he said. 
“We have already looked at a site in 
Epping but that didn’t come through. 
We have got people out there in the 
county coming up with locations for 
us at the moment.” 

The charity, which was formed in 
2004, has already raised the cash to 


buy a plot of land. It will decide in 
the next few moths on a location in 
order to be able to begin the planning 
process. 

It aims to raise a further £5m to 
build and furnish the hospice. 

One couple who have welcomed 
the news are Steve and Adrienne 
Church, from Matching Green, who 
have been looking for more than a 
year for a hospice for their son Alex 
(20) who has severe cerebral palsy. 

They said the possibility of having 
such a centre on their doorstep 
would be invaluable. 

Mrs Church, who recently raised 
more than £8,000 to go towards the 
building of the unit in a charity golf 
event at North Weald’s Blakes Golf 
Club, said: “There is only one hos¬ 
pice for that age in the country and 
that’s in Oxford. There is nowhere 
else; they fall into a big black hole.”

New shop takes town centre by storm 


Burglar owns up to 


one-man 


mewave 


A CONVICTED criminal serving two 
years in prison for assault faces anoth¬ 
er year behind bars after admitting a 
string of burglaries in Harlow and 
Roydon. 

Trevor Copeland (36) was originally given 
a two-year jail term back in August but has 
since given police details of another 75 
crimes he has committed across the district. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told on Thursday 
how officers drove Copeland around the area so he 
could point out the homes he had burgled, allowing 
police to clear up scores of unsolved crimes includ¬ 
ing thefts of phones, stereo equipment and satellite 
navigation systems from homes in Harlow. 

Copeland, from Romford, pleaded guilty to three 
burglaries and four thefts but asked for 69 other 
offences to be taken into consideration. He was 
given a further three-year sentence to run concur¬ 
rent with his existing jail term. 

Ordering that the new sentence should begin 
immediately, Judge David Turner told Copeland: 
“The amount of misery for people represented by 
the seven charges and 69 TICs defies belief. 

“I don’t think you could have thought about the 
unhappiness and anxiety caused by burgling peo¬ 
ple’s homes and stealing from their cars.” 

The court was told that Copeland, a former hero¬ 
in and crack addict, wanted to make a clean breast 
of what he had done. 

Prosecutor Richard Stevens said that when he 
was sentenced in August he asked for a number of 
other matters to be dealt with and in September 
provided police with large amounts of information. 

Edward Culver, representing Copeland, said his 
client was expecting a custodial sentence but had 
shown insight and wanted to take the opportunity 
to rehabilitate himself within the prison system.

TWO men convicted of breaking the 
jaw of a young man with a mental age 
of a child in what was described as a 
“vigilante” attack have been warned 
by a judge to expect a lengthy custo¬ 
dial sentence. 

Judge Anthony Goldstaub old David 
Townsend (19), of Spinning Wheel Mead, 
Harlow, and Daniel Moore, (19), of 
Chelmsford, it was inevitable they would 
lose their freedom. 

The pair were convicted of causing grievous 
bodily harm to Kelvin Ward during an attack in 
Admirals Park, Chelmsford, on December 29 last 
year. 

On Monday the judge remanded both men in 
custody for reports and will sentence them on 
January 5. 

Peter Clark, prosecuting at Chelmsford Crown 
Court, told the jury the victim had severe learn¬ 
ing difficulties which resulted in him having the 
intellectual capacity expected of a child of 5-6 
years of age. 

He said that, after arriving at the park, Mr 
Ward was attacked almost immediately. He was 
knocked to the floor and subjected to a sustained 
and vicious assault, including kicks to the head 
while on the ground. He was left covered in 
blood and suffered a broken jaw. 

Mr Clark said the defendants spoke some 
words to Mr Ward along the lines of ‘you’ve 
done something,’ to which he asked what he was 
supposed to have done. 

It was suggested by Moore that Mr Ward had 
admitted performing a sexual act on a young boy. 

Mr Clark told the court: “On 19 February 
2007 Kelvin was formally cautioned by police in 
relation to an allegation of sexually touching a 
10-year-old boy. If this was a vigilante-style 
attack there was no excuse for it.” 

Both Townsend and Moore, who denied the 
charge of assault, claimed during the trial that the 
other had carried out the attack.

C HINESE restaurants 
are now 10 a penny 
in Harlow but just a 
few years ago it was a very 
different story. 

The first ‘proper’ Oriental sit- 
down experience to be 
introduced to the town came in 
the form of Sang Wah, which 
was owned by a Mr Mann who 
came to Britain from Hong 
Kong in 1953 to work with his 
uncle at a restaurant in London. 
He soon took the opportunity to run 
his own business shortly after the 
New Town was built, but the food 
wasn’t what you might expect as the 
menu featured only one traditional 
dish.

Mann a few years ago about the 
opening of his restaurant and 
supplied Nostalgia with the details. 
“In 1960, the Harlow Development 
Corporation was looking for a 
restaurant to set up in the newly 
built town centre. One of his (Mr 
Mann ’s) customers in London was 
Mr Childs, the estate officer for 
Harlow New Town. He suggested to 
Mr Mann that he might like to set 
up business in Harlow,” she said. 
Mrs Hooper said that soon after, Mr 
Childs gave Mr Mann a tour of the 
partially built town centre to look 
for possible sites for the 150-seat 
vision he had. As there wasn’t a 
suitable large enough building, it 
was decided the restaurant would be 



set up in West Square, an area that 
was not built at the time. 

This meant there was a two-year 
wait while the building was 
completed, but also allowed him to 
influence the design and ensure it 
was exactly as he wanted. 

The Sang Wah opened in 1962, with 
the restaurant on the ground floor 
and a solicitors’ office and hair 
salon on the upper floors. 

It was the first proper restaurant in 
the New Town and was open for 
lunch trade from the offices and 
shops and then again in the evening. 
The lunch menu for 1964 featured 
three courses for 4s 6d and included 
apple pie and omelette. Much of the 
lunchtime trade used Luncheon 
Vouchers.

T HE Star this week 

throws its weight behind 
an appeal for help by a 
Harlow homeless charity 
which is fighting a financial 
battle to stay open. 

Steets2Homes is the only service in 
town which opens its doors to the 
homeless and vulnerable for six 
days a week, 50 weeks of the year. 

It provides tents, sleeping bags, 
food, clothing and friendship to 
those most in need. 

It also runs a valuable rent deposit 
scheme to assist those in need of 
accommodation who the council do not 
have to house. And it is constantly 
striving to help those who come to it to 
turn their lives around and find 
permanent accommodation. 

However, it is facing a month-to-month 
fight to stay open because it relies 
heavily on fundraising events and 
donations to generate its estimated 
£34,000 a year running costs. 

Patsy Dye, manager of the Wych Elm 
service, said: “We very rarely get 
donations because we seem to be at the 
bottom of the pile when it comes to that 
and it’s only this time of year people 
start thinking about it. We have a few 
dedicated donators and we are thankful 
for that, but we would like more 
support.” 

The charity came about with the merger 
of Harlow Accommodation Project and 
Harlow Homeless Centre and is staffed 
by a group of 18 volunteers who work 
tirelessly to offer support and advice. 

Currently, the charity’s television is 
switched off because the aerial is broken 
and its limited funds have already been 
accounted for to be spent elsewhere.

Speaking about the charity’s importance, 
Mrs Dye thanked all those who 
consistently give support - Sainsbury’s, 
Church Langley church, Harlow Tye 
Rotary Club, the Salvation Army and all 


the schools who collected and donated 
harvest festival gifts - and she said it is 
of the utmost importance it stays open. 
“It is not a life you chose, it is a life you 
are driven to because of circumstances,” 


she said. “The homeless are hounded 
out by having their tents slashed, having 
their few possessions destroyed and 
their clothing deliberately thrown into 
ditches - this behaviour is not down to 


youngsters, it is down to people who 
just want to move them on. 
“Homelessness is about hunger pains 
that leave you feeling weak, dizzy, 
disorientated; you will suffer loss of 
dignity because you are unable to wash 
yourself, loss of pride because all too 
often people remind you that you have 
no belonging in the community.” 

She added: “I will never forget 
something a homeless person said to me 
- ‘the hardest thing of all is walking 
past houses hearing the laughter of 
children and the hustle and bustle of 
family life.’ 

“The public need to acknowledge that 
because you cannot cope with life it 
does not mean that makes you a threat 
to anyone else’s happiness. We need to 
remember that homeless people need a 
shelter to enable them to rebuild their 
lives, giving them the dignity and 
respect they strive for. 

“We need to ensure that Streets2Homes 
is able to continue offering a valuable 
service to the homeless. 

“Please help us to continue the valuable 
services that Streets2Homes offer with 
cash donations, which can be delivered 
to the centre or the Star’s office in West 
Gate. Every penny helps, no matter how 
small the donation. We are also in need 
of tents, sleeping bags, toiletries, 
saucepans and clothing.”

A BUSINESS centre designed to 
help Harlow’s small firms flour¬ 
ish is due to be opened by Lord 
Peter Mandelson today (Thurs- 
day). 

The Harlow Enterprise Hub is the 
first of its kind in the town to offer 
small and embryonic firms office 
space as well as business advice and 
support. 

It represents a huge step towards pro¬ 
tecting the town’s economic base and 
comes at a time when some companies in 
the area have fallen victim to the global 
recession. 

The centre was built in part with the 
help of a £ 10m Growth Area Fund grant 
from the Government as well as £3m 
secured by Harlow Council from the East 
of England Development Agency. The 
project, which has been managed by 
Harlow Renai-ssance, has transformed 
the 1960s Great Eastern House in 
Edinburgh Way. 

Speaking before tonight’s opening cer¬ 
emony Lord Mandelson, Minister of State 
for Business Enterprise and Regulatory 
Reform, said: “Small businesses are the 
lifeblood of the UK economy. We have to 
do everything we can to help them 
through the current global economic 
downturn and emerge from it stronger.

Hospital's new 
milk kitchen to 
give advice on 
bottle feeding 

A NEW milk kitchen is being 
opened in the maternity unit at 
Harlow’s Princess Alexandra 
Hospital in a bid to cut down on 
potentially dangerous bottle 
feeding mistakes. 

The new facility, which comes 
into service early next month, 
will allow staff to teach mums 
and dads the correct way to 
make up formula milk for their 
babies. 

Chris Argent, the unit’s feeding 
adviser, said: “Although we 
have always encouraged 
mothers to breast feed - and 
have been recognised nationally 
for doing so - some women still 
prefer to bottle feed their babies 
and we need to support them. 
“The milk kitchen will enable 
us to give parents information 
about the right way to do this. 
They are shown how to sterilise 
equipment and learn about 
general hygiene practices and 
also find out the best way to 
store milk and how to safely 
prepare it.” 

The information provided is 
based upon new advice from the 
Department of Health and the 
Food Standards Agency. 
Common mistakes include 
putting the formula rather than 
the water in first and adding 
extra scoops of formula in the 
hope that it will make baby 
sleep better. 

The milk kitchen comprises a 
sink for hand washing, sink for 
washing equipment, fridges, 
kettles and sterilising 
equipment.

Burnt Mill School, Harlow 


BURNT Mill Performing Arts School put any 
nightmares to rest when they took inspiration 
from Tim Burton’s Christmas film and made it 
their own. 

Gothic fairytale The Nightmare Before 
Christmas tells the story of Jack Skellington, the 
Pumpkin King of Halloween Town who finds a 
portal to Christmas Town and sets about 
combining the two holidays, a scheme which 
goes horribly wrong. 

The opening scene sprung to life with an 
entertaining mix of dance, drama and singing 
with the characters making use of all the space 
and entrances. The energy was catching as the 
youngsters seemed to perform on a high, hardly 
putting a foot wrong. 

The audience didn’t know where to look as the 
stage was filled with colourful and eye-catching 
characters and props. 

One of those taking part was Budd Birkett (15), 
whose peformance as Mayor of Halloween was 
very convincing. “I was ecstatic about the way 
that it turned out,” he said afterwards. “I was 
buzzing when I came off stage, there is not 
another feeling like it!” 

Show director Jeanne Stacey, part of Phoenix 
Theatre Group which is now based at Burnt 
Mill, said: “When we did auditions we weren’t 
just looking for who was the best at singing and 
acting but who gave the best overall 
performance and had the best characterisation. 
“The schoolchildren were almost 
unrecognisable in a flurry of make-up and 
costume, relishing in the chance to dress up.” 
The youngsters should be very proud of 
themselves for an almost flawless performance 
which proved once again that Burnt Mill shows 
are more than just the average school 
production.

AN exhibition of rarely seen architectural 
photographs, drawings and models 
documenting the pioneering work of 
Harlow town masterplanner Sir Frederick 
Gibberd is now on display in the town’s 
Civic Centre. 

Hosted by the Gibberd Gallery, the free 
Designed In Harlow exhibition will showcase 
work undertaken by the brilliant architect 
and staff at his Harlow office, which was 
opened in 1956 after he moved to the town. 
Along with designs for many of Harlow’s 
landmark buildings - including the now- 
demolished Town Hall - the gallery will have 
plans for the 12-year redevelopment of the old 
town on display. 

And although his name may now be synonymous 
with Harlow, Sir Frederick’s work in designing 
notable buildings elsewhere in the UK will be 
well-represented, with plans and sketches of Bath 
Technical College and shopping centres in 
Colchester and Banbury also on show. 

Arranged to coincide with Sir Frederick’s 
centenary year, the exhibition is the first time the 
work has been put on public display and also 
illustrates some of the work undertaken in the 
architect’s London office from material discovered 
in the archives of the Gibberd Garden. 

Harlow Council arts development officer Kelly 
Lean said: “The exhibition gives a fascinating 
insight into his work designing well known past 
and present buildings in Harlow and other areas 
(photo: ZJQQG3SX/01) across the country.”

I SERVED THE KING OF ENGLAND 

(Arrow Films, 15, retail) 

For daring to seek whimsy amid the horrors of the 
Second World War, this charming 2006 Czech 
Republic film is most likely to find itself compared to 
Life Is Beautiful. 

But whereas Roberto Benigni’s soft-focus Oscar-bait 
squinted hard to avoid looking the Holocaust in the 
eye while accentuating the positive, writer/director Jiri 
Menzel makes no such compromises here as any 
moral myopia is largely restricted to his central 
character. 

Diminutive trainee waiter Jan Dite (brilliantly played 
as a naive youth by Ivan Barnev and as a wiser, 
pragmatic old man by Oldrich Kaiser) is learning his 
trade in a modest Prague bar but dreams of 
becoming a millionaire. 

His boss instructs him “to hear nothing and yet hear 
everything, to see nothing and yet see everything” 
and it’s advice he takes to heart as he elevates his 
social status via positions in a high class brothel and 
the city’s finest hotel. 

Along the way, his sweetly artless manner allows him 
several erotic interludes until he meets and marries 
Lise, a German girl completely taken in by the Nazi 
propaganda of manifest destiny and race purity. 

It’s here his talent for turning a blind eye comes in 
useful, as he outrages fellow Czechs by fraternising 
with the occupying enemy, works in a Nazi eugenics 
breeding centre and finally stands to become a 
millionaire thanks to the small fortune his beloved 
Rhine maiden has stolen from Europe’s dispossessed 
Jews.

As the creator of one of the world’s first ever full- 
length animated features, it’s a crying shame Lotte 
Reiniger isn’t widely held in the same esteem as the 
likes of Walt Disney. 

Starting her career in Germany and making The 
Adventures Of Prince Achmed over several years up 
to 1926, she moved to Britain in the 1930s where she 
joined the GPO Film Unit and, with husband Carl 
Koch, eventually made a series of enchanting 
animated films based on famous fairy tales. 

This beautifully produced two-disc BFI set collects 19 
of her films (predominantly made in 1954), including 
such delights as Aladdin And His Magic Lamp, The 
Frog Prince, Snow White And Rose Red, Cinderella, 
Puss In Boots, Thumbelina, Jack And The Beanstalk 
and The Little Chimney Sweep. 

Simply told in gentle voice-over, these films showcase 
her distinctive flair for black and white shadow 
puppetry, using exquisitely detailed animated cut-outs 
which give the end result the rich resonance of 
timeless folk stories. 

Extra features include the brief biographical short The 
Art Of Lotte Reiniger, Mike Figgis’ selection and a 
glossy and informative 22-page booklet.

OASIS OF FEAR 

(Shameless Screen Entertainment, 18, retail) 

Director Umberto Lenzi is notorious for the excesses 
of such infamous ‘video nasties’ as Man From Deep 
River, Eaten Alive! and Cannibal Ferox but this stylish 
1971 Italian thriller shows he was able to confidently 
turn his hand to any genre put his way. 

From the outside, Oasis Of Fear might appear to be 
your standard giallo mix of pretty young things in 
peril, deranged murder sprees and groovy fashions, 
but its alternative title An Ideal Place To Kill is a more 
accurate pointer. 

Sexually liberated counter-culture couple Dick (Ray 
Lovelock of The Living Dead At The Manchester 
Morgue) and Ingrid (the gorgeous Ornella Muti, who 
went on to play Ming The Merciless’ saucepot 
daughter in Flash Gordon) have a run-in with the 
police after attempting to fund their freewheeling 
lifestyle by flogging Danish and home-made saucy 
snaps to an undercover cop. 

Ordered out of Italy, they break down near a remote 
villa (the ‘oasis’ of the title) and are invited to stay by 
striking middle-aged occupant Barbara ( Zorba The 
Greek's Irene Papas). 

They get their alternative thing on with a spot of yoga, 
body double nudity and exotic Indian dancing until it 
looks as if the film’s going to drift off into three-way 
saucy shenanigans, but Barbara has an entirely 
different agenda and begins to spin a web of deceit 
and incriminating evidence around her young guests 
as she sets them up to take the fall for a crime she’s 
committed. 

Exuding a dreamy erotic atmosphere one moment 
and cranking up the tension via sharp editing the 


next, Oasis Of Fear is full of unexpected twists and 
pleasures, not least of which are its cruel climax and 
a ridiculously infectious soundtrack of Euro 
bubblegum pop. 

Hats off to Shameless for resurrecting yet another 
entertaining obscurity, incorporating previously lost 
footage into this ‘rebuild’ edit and adding an 
informative and irreverent text commentary track for 
good measure.

It makes you wonder whether critics are unrealistic 
enough to expect every animated family film to be in 
the same stellar league as Pixar, considering the 
generally disparaging response to Space Chimps. 

Sure, it’s no WALDE with richly textured emotions 
and satisfying character arcs, but it’s got monkeys in 
space and it’s an amusing enough if undemanding 
way to spend 81 minutes.
